At New High 
School Site 


Opening of the new south county 
high school in the 1950-51 school 
year was virtually assuered when 
Sequoia district trustees on Monday 
night awarded contract to Peter 
Sorensen of Redwood City. 

Contract calls for completion next 
January 15. 

Action ended a threatened im- 
passe caused by the fact bids re- 
ceived last month were $150,000 or 
more in excess of budgeted funds. 
COST IS CUT 

By removing five alternates, the 
cost was cut to $1,433,000, leaving 
$107,000 of excess costs to cover. 
Board Trustee Charles P. Burgess 
explained this would be done by 
taking $53,500 from the unbudgeted 
reserve this year and including a 
like amount in next year’s capital 
outlay fund. 

The board took this course rather 
than have-plans and specifications 
redrawn and new bids called, which 
would have delayed coenstruction 
of the school several months.

Sorensen crews began work yes- 
terday at the 33-acre site at Mid- 
dlefield and Ringwood roads, re- 
moving trees where the first units 
will be huilt. 


Rent Decontrol

Hiring of More Teachers 


Trustees of the Menlo Park ele- 
mentary school district Monday 
night approved plans for a $55,000, 
three-classroom unit to be added to 
Hillview school and agreed on a 
purchase price of $40,000 for the 
property on which the school stands. 

With approval of plans presented 
by William Daseking of Janssen and 
Daseking, architects, the board call- 
ed for bids on the unit to be opened 
at a special meeting at 7 p.m. May 
25. 

TO OPEN SEPT 10 

The unit is scheduled to be ready 
for occupancy Sept. 10. 

Original plans called for a fourth 
classroom aS an alternate part of 
the project. Total cost of the unit, 
with the alternate, was set by the 
architects at $67,000. Funds avail- 
able are not sufficient to finance 
construction of the fourth room 
however, trustees said. 
RIGHTS-OF-WAY 

The Hillview school site purchase 
price was approved pending accept- 
ance of rights-of-way from the 
school district on the east and north 
sides of the property. 

The Menlo Investment company, 
owner of the tract on which the 
school was built, had filed a suit 
against the school board asking a 
$60,000 price for the property as op- 
posed to the $29,000 offered by the 
school district, and also had filed 
suit for $200,000 damages to under- 
ground water rights. 

The compromise figure was arriv- 
ed at following discussions between 
representatives of .the school board 
and the company. 

HALF EASEMENT 

The easements to be granted on 
the east and north sides include a 
full easement in the form of an ex- 
tension of Olive street to the rear 
of the school and a half easement 
on the remaining side of the prop- 
erty. 

Still to be settled is the question 
of how long the partial easement 
may remain in affect unless im- 
provements are made along its 
length.

$2,250,000 Home 
Building Deal 
Announced in MP 


Described by brokers as the largest 
single real estate transaction in 
Menlo Park history in terms of dol- 
lars, plans were disclosed yesterday 
for a $2,250,000 home building devel- 
opment on 28 acres immediately 
east of Hillview school. 

The announcement was made af- 
ter sale of the land, which lies be- 
tween Santa Cruz and Valparaiso 
avenues, Revenue stamps on the 
deed indicated a price of about $250,- 
000. 

SAN CARLOS BUYER 

The seller was Hillview Manor 
Corp., a corporation of the Coast- 
wise Construction company of Men- 
lo Park. Purchaser was John Ruth- 
erdale of San Carlos. 

The transaction was handled by 
Vance Mape of the Mape Realty 
company of San Mateo and Ron 
Ferguson of the Menlo Park realty 
firm of Seybold and Ferguson. 

Ferguson said that plans call for 
construction of approximately 100 
homes on quarter-acre lots by build- 
ers including Andrew R. Johnson 
and Vance Mape, Known as J. & M. 
Builders of 3an Mateo. 
$25,000 HOMES 
Homes will be priced at from 
$18,500 to $25,000 and Ferguson said 
that construction will raise the total 
cost of the development to about 
$2,250,000. 

Construction is scheduled to begin 
in about 20 days, he added. Restric- 
tions are being changed to increase 
the minimum size of the homes to 
1400 square feet, Ferguson said.

SCHOOL OBSTACLE OVERCOME 


Details of awarding contract for the new south county 
high school will be found elsewhere in this issue, so we won't 
go into them here. But we do commend the Sequoia board of 
trustees for taking fast action to overcome a critical matter 
. . . threatened delay of several months in construction of the 
much-needed plant. | 

The board actually struck. a one-two punch. It not only 
worked out financial details to solve the problem of bids being 
more than $150,000 in excess of budgeted funds, but averted 
the possibility of being caught even worse in the squeeze of 
rising construction costs in the future. Had the board rejected 
the bids and called for new ones, there not only would have 
been more delay but the liklihood of bids and cost estimates 
being even more widely separated. 

With the rough course that Sequoia district has had in 
recent months, it is indeed heartening to see action such as 
that clearing the way for opening of the new high school early 
next year. Construction of a new plant alone won't solve the 
district’s internal differences, but it should be a very helpful 
factor. Overcrowding isn’t conducive to a smooth-running 
operation. 


SALUTE TO MOTHER 


It has become fashionable in some quarters to put mother 
“on the pan’’ for some of the shortcomings of modern-day 
youth. When Mothers’ day was devised more than 40 years 
ago, there weren’t the child psychiatrists and juvenile delin- 
quency experts who, in these days, sometimes are a little rough 
with Mom. 

They may criticize her for having reared Junior a little 
too softly, comforting him when he was pushed around by the 
big kid next door or when he fell down. They may pick Mom 
apart a bit, too, for allegedly having a hand in delinquency 
by spending too much time at bridge or at women’s clubs. 

But other things have changed in those 40-odd years. 
Mom doesn’t have all the drudgery of those days. Kitchen 
gadgets, save-work devices all have helped make a life a bit 
less complex. She has more time for relaxation and heaven 
knows’ she’s entitled to make use of it. 

Nevertheless, she’s the same Mom. She still is the fam- 
ily diplomat and arbitrator, she must see the three square 
meals a day are served, the house kept in order, punishment 
administered when due and still perform the same uncount- 
able little tasks that go with homemaking. 

As we said, she’s still the same, swell Mom and our hat 
goes off to her on the occasion of Mothers’ day next Sunday. 


RENT DECONTROL LOOMS 


That decontrol of rents can be expected in Menlo Park 
was indicated last week when Governor Warren ordered lifting 
of controls in Palo Alto. The situations in the two cities were 
so comparable that, as Chairman David Ingram Jr. of the 
Menlo Park fair rent committee points out, it is ‘‘reasonable 
to expect’’ that the governor will take like action here. 

Both cities used the same procedure under the federal 
rent control act... petition to the city council by a citizens’ 
group asking decontrol, public hearing then council recom- 
mendation to the governor that ceilings be lifted: Suryeys 
showed comparable results: The citizens’ committees in each 
case contended there no longer was a housing shortage to just- 
ify continued control; the office of the housing expediter took 
exactly the opposite view. 

.Nnouncement from the governor's office is expected al- 
most any day, since he has had before him for a week or mcre 
the findings of a survey crew from the state division of housing 

If the expected decontrol action results, it is to be hoped 
there will be fairness to all concerned .. . that is, the equit- 
able return on investment demanded by landlords and reason- 
able boosts in rent rather than gouging or spite increases.

A much better message on high 
school affairs can be given this time 
as compared with last week, for des- 
pite the obstacles that then seemed 
unsurmountable, the bids for the 
Menlo Park high school have been 
let, and construction should be un- 
der way as this is published. 

It is'an event to which I have 
looked forward for several years. 

The lowest base bid was $157,000 
more than our estimated cost of 
construction. With construction 
costs on the way up, many increases 
having taken place since bids were 
received, it seemed unwise to reject 
our bids, which were good to May 13. 

On the other hand, we felt it 

improper to take bond money 
voted for the San Carlos-Belmont 
school and transfer it to the Men- 
Atherton plant. We had already 
considered it necessary to divide 
between the two projected plants 
the $225,000 voted for a new gym- 
nasium at Sequoia, as the State 
Department of Education has 
turned thumbs down on the pro- 
ject until the other two schools 
are built, aid half that sum was 
figured in when determining our 
deficiency. 

By taking certain advertised al- 
ternates we could cut the cost to 
$1,433,000, leaving $107,000 of excess 
costs to cover. This we have de- 
termined can be obtained by taking 
$53,500 from the unbudgeted re- 
serve this year, and then including 
another $53,500 next year in the 
budget for capital outlay. That 
would substantially exhaust this 
year’s unbudgeted reserve, and as 
our budget will be tight anyway next 
year, we will be required to be very 
economical in our operations. Out 
of a budget that will exceed $1,200,- 
000, however, we should be able to 
Squeeze out $53,000 without unduly 
impairing the educational program 
in the coming. year. 

A local engineer suggested an- 
other method of construction of 
the plant which he believed would 
save a substantial sum. Our en- 
gineers differed as to the amount 
of the saving, if any. However, all 
agreed that the important thing 
was to get the school built, and 
any change in the plans would 
result in a six to nine month de- 
lay in starting construction. Fin- 
ally, with construction costs again 
on the way up, any redesign would 
probably have lost its economy by 
the time bids could be received. 

So at long last, we are to watch 
our high school finally become a 
reality on the corner of Middlefield 
and Ringwood roads.

The Veterans’ Guide 
Summer Session 
School Plans 
Review Urged 


Veterans of World War II in San 
Mateo county who have only a few 
months of entitlement remaining 
under the educational provisions 
of the GI bill of rights are advisea 
to consult Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans service officer, before mak- 
ing plans for summer sessions this 
year. 

If a veteran entered service from 
California or was born in this state. 
he may be eligible for state assist- 
ance as well as federal, Granger ex. 
plained. By using part of his state 
entitlement to school aid during the 
summer, he may be able to ‘“stretch” 
his GI bill benefits for as much as 
several weeks beyond the time they 
would normally expire. 

“For example,” he said, “if a 
veteran wants to go to school both 
this summer and next fall and has 
only ten weeks of entitlement left 
under the GI bill, he would use 
up six weeks of that during the 
summer and then have to pay 
tuition and fees out of his own 
pocket for all but four weeks of 
the fall term. 

“However, if he uses his state aid 
for the summer session, conserving 
all his federal entitlement for the 
fall term, he will be able to take 
the entire fall term at government 
expense because he has enough en-
